HE  Committee  of  Management  have  the 
pleasure  to  submit  to  the  Governors  and 
Subscribers  their  Report  for  the  year  1903. 

As  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the  Registrar’s 
Statistics  on  page  19,  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  both  In  and  Out  Patients  treated. 
The  increase  in  the  former,  in  contrast  with 
last  year,  is  attributable  to  the  absence  of 
any  accidental  outbreak  of  infectious  disease 
in  the  wards,  and  to  the  fact  that  cases  have 
been  transferred,  at  an  early  stage  of  conval¬ 
escence,  to  the  Convalescent  Home  at  Slough, 
increased  accommodation  thus  being  made  avail¬ 
able  at  the  Hospital.  Indeed  the  various  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Hospital  have  worked  throughout  the 
year  at  quite  exceptional  pressure,  the  number  of 
patients  being  the  largest  on  record,  viz.,  17,460. 

The  Committee  have  again  to  thank  Miss 
Edith  Rendel  for  receiving  several  children  into  her 
Convalescent  Home  at  Charlwood,  Surrey. 

Notwithstanding  the  larger  number  of  patients 
under  treatment,  the  increase  in  ordinary  ex¬ 
penditure  is  only  £^156  6s.  nd.,  as  compared  with 
1902,  the  respective  amounts  being  £4,712  5s.  7d. 
and  £4,555  18s.  8d.,  whilst  the  average  cost  of  each 
In-Patient  per  day  has  been  reduced  from  5s.  to 
4s.  gd.  There  has,  however,  been  an  outlay  of 
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£230  8s.  od.  in  extraordinary  expenditure,  notably 
for  an  external  iron  staircase  as  a  precaution 
against  fire,  in  respect  of  which  the  nurses’ 
bedroom  floor  seemed  insufficiently  protected.  The 
work  has  been  somewhat  costly  (/,8i),  but  the 
Committee  felt  that  the  importance  of  the  matter 
justified  the  outlay.  Another  of  the  items  of  ex¬ 
penditure  referred  to  above  is  that  of  the  necessary 
repairing  and  painting  of  the  whole  of  the  outside 
wood  and  iron  work. 

The  income  (excluding  legacies)  amounted  to 
^4,295  13s.  8d.,  or  ^515  19s.  7 d.  more  than  in  1902. 
An  increase  of  £35  12s.  6d.  in  Annual  Subscriptions 
includes  a  sum  of  ^30,  very  kindly  collected  and 
contributed  by  the  Members  of  St.  Stephen’s 
(Westbourne  Park)  Branch  of  the  Ministering 
Children’s  League,  for  a  Cot,  which  has  been 
named  u  St.  Stephen’s,  Westbourne  Park, 
Ministering  Children’s  League  Cot.”  The 
Committee  warmly  appreciate  this  valuable  and 
acceptable  help. 

A  very  important  event  of  the  year  was  the 
Concert,  given  at  Queen’s  Hall,  Langham  Place, 
on  Thursday,  28th  May,  by  which  a  sum  of 
£611  19s.  3d.  was  raised  for  the  funds  of  the 
Hospital  and  Convalescent  Home.  H.R.H.  the 
Princess  of  Wales  not  only  graciously  gave  her 
patronage  to  the  Concert,  but  was  also  present  on 
the  occasion.  The  Committee  most  gratefully 
record  their  deep  obligation  to  Her  Royal  Highness 
for  this  evidence  of  her  warm  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  the  Hospital  ;  a  testimony  which  went 
far  towards  ensuring  the  success  of  the  Concert. 
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To  the  Artistes  who  so  generously  gave  their 
valuable  services  ;  to  Mr.  Robert  J.  Hanbury  and 
Mr.  C.  W.  James  for  kindly  undertaking  the 
management  of  the  Concert ;  to  the  ladies  who 
assisted  in  the  disposal  of  tickets,  and  to  Miss 
Strudwick  for  providing  the  floral  decorations  for 
the  platform,  the  Committee  tender  their  cordial 
and  hearty  thanks.  The  proceeds  of  the  Concert 
were  apportioned — ^461  19s.  3d.  to  the  Hospital,, 
and  7T50  to  the  Convalescent  Home. 

To  other  friends,  through  whose  kind  efforts 
Concerts  and  Entertainments,  a  list  of  which  will  be 
found  on  page  45,  were  also  given  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Institution,  the  Committee  return  their  hearty 
acknowledgments. 

The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  grateful 
appreciation  of  the  kindly  interest  shown  in  the 
Hospital  by  Football  Clubs,  from  which  the 
following  contributions  were  received  during  the 
year: — Southern  Football  Charity  Cup  Com¬ 
petition,  £21  5s.  od.  and  £g  15s.  od.,  together, 
^31;  Queen’s  Park  Rangers  and  Athletic  Club, 
^10  2s.  5d.  ;  and  Paddington  and  District  Foot¬ 
ball  Cup  Competition,  £2  2s. 

The  Committee  again  thankfully  acknowledge 
the  substantial  support  accorded  them  by  King 
Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  Fondon,  from  which 
the  Hospital  received,  by  direction  of  the  President, 
H.R.H.  the  Prince  of  Wales,  a  special  donation 
of  £400. 

From  the  Council  of  the  Hospital  Sunday 
Fund  a  grant  of  ^297  18s.  4d.  was  received,  being 
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practically  the  same  as  in  1902,  and  from  the 
H  ospital  Saturday  Fund  £111  10s.  od.,  an  increase 
of  £  12  13s.  od. 

Legacies,  always  a  welcome  hut  uncertain 
source  of  income,  amounted  to  ^459.  Of  this  sum 
£200  was  most  kindly  allocated  to  the  Hospital  by 
the  Executors  of  the  late  Mr.  Richard  Bishop — to 
whom  the  Committee  return  their  very  hearty 
thanks. 

There  is  a  small  increase  in  Congregational 
collections,  the  amount  being  £28 7  6s.  3d.,  as 
compared  with  ^277  4s.  9d.  in  1902.  The  largest 
contribution,  viz.  £175  13s.  1  id.  came,  as  usual,  from 
Christ  Church,  Lancaster  Gate.  For  the  generous 
and  constant  support  received  from  the  congrega¬ 
tion  and  children  of  Christ  Church,  Lancaster  Gate, 
as  well  as  to  the  Rev.  Prebendary  Ridgeway  for  his 
unceasing  thought  and  interest  in  the  Hospital’s 
welfare,  the  Committee  once  more  offer  their  most 
cordial  thanks.  Other  churches  have  contributed 
generously.  To  all  the  Committee  are  very 
grateful.

No  better  or  more  useful  way  exists  of  per¬ 
petuating  the  memory  of  deceased  friends  or 
charitable  donors  than  by  endowing  children’s 
cots,  and  the  Committee  desire  in  every  way  to 
encourage  this  form  of  donation. 

H.R.H.  the  Princess  of  Wales  again  kindly 
sent  a  hamper  of  flowers  for  the  Wards — a  gift 
greatl)T  appreciated. 

A  picture-tile  panel  kindly  presented  by  Mrs. 
Charles  F.  Greenhill  has  been  added  to  the  “  Mary 
Adelaide  ”  Ward.  There  are  now  only  five  vacant 
panels  needing  pictures  to  complete  the  decoration 
of  this  Ward. 

A  large  parcel  of  useful  clothing  has  been 
received  from  the  London  Needle  Work  Guild  per 
Mrs.  Leonard  Cohen,  and  a  piano  for  the  Nurses’ 
sitting  room  from  the  Kyrle  Society  per  Mr. 
C.  W.  Empson.  A  list  of  other  gifts  will  be  found 
on  page  50. 

The  Committee  wish  to  renew  their  thanks  to 
the  Rev.  A.  L.  Lilley,  Vicar  of  St.  Mary’s,  Pad¬ 
dington  Green,  for  his  kindness  in  continuing  the 
Sunday  Afternoon  Services  to  the  patients,  and 
also  to  those  ladies  who  visited  the  Wards  and  in 
various  ways  did  all  in  their  power  to  entertain 
and  cheer  the  children. 
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The  Committee  regret  to  record  the  death  of 
their  old  friend  and  colleague  Mr.  George  Chance, 
who,  as  a  member  of  the  Hospital  Board  for  more 
than  20  years,  had  at  all  times  the  welfare  of  the 
Institution  deeply  at  heart,  and  promoted  its 
interests  at  every  opportunity. 

Other  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  consti¬ 
tution  of  the  Committee  of  Management — Lieut. - 
Col.  H.  Bentinck  and  Mr.  R.  Mascie  Taylor  having 
resigned  their  seats  on  the  Board.  Both  gentle¬ 
men  had  during  many  years  rendered  valuable  aid 
to  the  Hospital,  and  the  Committee  accepted  their 
resignations  with  regret.  To  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Committee,  the  seat  vacated  by  Dr.  Neligan 
in  1902  has  now  been  occupied  by  the  Rev.  H.  P. 
Cronshaw,  Vicar  of  S.  Stephen’s,  Westbourne 
Park,  who  has  already  taken  an  active  interest  in 
the  work  of  the  Institution.  The  following 
members  retire  by  rotation,  viz.,  Mr.  Douglas 
Owen,  Mr.  Charles  Marsham,  and  Mr.  L.  C. 
Wakefield,  who  being  eligible,  the  Committee 
recommend  for  re-election. 

Amongst  several  changes  which  have  taken 
place  in  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff, 
the  Committee  desire  to  refer  to  the  resignations 
of  Dr.  T.  Colcott  Fox  and  Mr.  Watson  Cheyne, 
who,  owing  to  pressure  of  other  work,  have  been 
compelled  to  relinquish  their  positions  as 
Physician  to  the  Skm  Department  and  Surgeon 
to  In-patients  respectively.  The  Committee 
take  this  opportunity  to  express  their  high 
appreciation  of  the  valuable  services  rendered  to- 
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4  small  Patient  in  the  “  Mary  Adelaide  ”  Ward 
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the  Hospital  by  these  members  of  the  staff  during 
the  many  years  they  held  their  appointment,  and 
have  the  pleasure  to  record  their  appointment  as 
Consulting  Physician  and  Surgeon  respectively. 
To  the  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  and 
Surgical  Staff  the  Committee  accord  their  best 
thanks  for  the  skill  and  care  which  they  have 
shewn  in  the  discharge  of  their  responsible  duties. 

The  Committee  are  also  under  obligation 

* 

to  Mr.  Gordon  Watney  and  his  Pierrot  Troupe,, 
who  so  kindly  volunteered  their  services  in 
providing  an  entertainment  for  the  patients  at 
Christmas  ;  and  to  the  children  of  Mrs.  Waley  and 
Mrs.  Stirling,  who  acted  a  Fairy  Play  in  the 
Wards  on  8th  January,  1904.  On  both  occasions 
the  Entertainments  afforded  great  pleasure  to  the 
patients  and  a  large  number  of  friends  of  the 
Hospital,  including  members  of  the  Committee  and 
Staff,  were  present.  The  stage  was  erected  and 
ti:e  necessary  fittings  generously  provided  by 
Messrs.  T.  Henwood  &  Son. 

The  internal  administration  of  the  Hospital 
has  been  in  every  respect  satisfactory  throughout 
the  year,  a  result  for  which  the  Committee  are 
largely  indebted  to  the  efficient  and  devoted  ser¬ 
vices  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  W.  H.  Pearce,  and  the 
Matron,  Miss  S.  Biddulph  Pinchard. 

The  Committee  also  desire  to  record  their 
indebtedness  to  all  the  Governors,  Subscribers  and 
Friends  of  the  Hospital  for  the  support  which  they 
have  so  generously  given  to  the  work  of  the 
charity.  There  is  still,  however,  a  debt  of  £i,joo 
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owing  to  the  Bankers,  and  the  Committee  there¬ 
fore  earnestly  appeal  for  funds  to  enable  them  to 
relieve  the  Hospital  of  this  debt,  and  for  the 
general  purposes  of  the  Institution. 


CONVALESCENT  HOME. 


The  Convalescent  Home  has,  during  the  year 
under  review,  proved  of  the  greatest  benefit  as  an 
adjunct  to  the  Hospital.  All  the  beds  in  the 
Home  (16)  were  available  throughout  the  year, 
and  139  children  were  admitted,  the  average  length 
of  stay  being  38  days.  The  transfer  of  these  cases 
to  the  Home  from  the  wards  at  an  early  stage  of 
convalescence,  not  only  materially  assists  in  the 
more  rapid  and  complete  recovery  of  the  patients, 
but  has  also  the  advantage  of  enabling  many  more 
acute  cases  to  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital. 

A  much  needed  shelter  in  the  garden,  under 
which  the  patients  can  be  placed  in  protection 
from  the  weather,  has  been  built  and  in  part  paid 
for  by  a  donation  of  £7  10s.  od.,  kindly  given  in 
1902  by  S_  Katherine’s  School,  St.  Andrew’s,  Fife, 
per  Miss  Warrack.  This  contribution  was 
originally  intended  for  the  purchase  of  a  donkey,  or 
pony,  but  as  a  donkey  had  been,  in  the  meantime, 
kindly  presented  to  the  Home  by  Mr.  George 
Hanbury,  the  donors  were  good  enough  to  allow 
the  money  to  be  used  for  the  shelter. 

The  total  expenditure  of  the  Home  was  ^833 
14s. 4d., and  the  income  from  all  sources  £582  16s.  8d. 
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In  order  to  meet  the  deficit  a  further  sum  of  £ 200 
has  been  borrowed  from  the  Hospital  Bankers 
raising  the  loan  to  ^400.  The  Committee  regard 
with  much  regret  and  anxiety  the  increase  of  this 
debt  upon  the  Home,  and  earnestly  appeal  for 
special  donations,  and  for  additional  help  in 
Annual  Subscriptions,  to  enable  them  to  repay  the 
same. 

The  Committee  desire  to  thank  all  the  friends 
who  so  kindly  visited  the  Home  during  the  year, 
as  also  those  who  sent  most  acceptable  and  useful 
gifts  of  toys,  clothing,  &c.,  for  the  patients.  A 
list  of  these  will  be  found  on  page  50. 

The  Committee  are  anxious  to  make  it  known 
that  while  only  children  who  have  passed  through 
the  Wards  of  the  Hospital  are  admitted  to  the 
Home,  there  are  a  number  of  children  treated  at 
the  Hospital  every  year  from  Ealing,  Hanwell, 
Southall,  Slough,  Windsor,  and  other  places  on 
the  Great  Western  Railway,  some  of  whom  are 
transferred  to  the  Home. 

The  Committee  again  express  the  hope 
that  more  local  interest  and  assistance  may  be 
extended  to  the  Home,  which  is  open  to  Visitors 
every  day  (except  Sunday)  between  2  and  4  p.m. 

The  principal  contributions  received  during 
the  year  were: — George  Hanbury,  Esq.,  -£100; 
King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund,  £50;  the  Trustees 
of  the  Delmar  Charitable  Trust,  £10  10s.  ;  and 
/ 150  part  proceeds  of  the  Concert  given  at  Queen’s 
Hall,  to  which  reference  is  made  in  the  report  of 
the  Hospital. 
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A  regular  weekly  service  for  the  patients  has 
been  instituted  by  the  Rev.  P.  H.  Eliot,  Rector  of 
Slough,  for  which  the  Committee  desire  to  thank 
him. 

In  July,  Mrs.  Wardrop  very  kindly  invited  the 
patients  to  a  Tea  at  her  house  at  Langley — a 
treat  which  was  much  enjoyed  by  the  children. 

The  Rev.  P.  H.  Eliot  and  Mrs.  Eliot  also 
kindly  invited  some  of  the  patients  to  a  Tea  at  the 
Rectory  on  New  Year’s  Eve,  and  entertained  them 
with  a  Christmas  Tree  and  other  amusements. 

Mr.  Gordon  Watney  and  his  Pierrot  Troupe 
visited  the  Home  on  2nd  January,  1904,  and 
kindly  provided  an  excellent  Christmas  entertain¬ 
ment  for  the  patients,  at  which  a  number  of  the 
friends  of  the  institution  were  also  present. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  record  their 
sincere  thanks  to  Dr.  Weaver  Adams  and  Dr. 
Ralph  P.  Williams,  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers, 
for  their  valuable  services  to  the  Home  during  the 
year,  and  also  their  satisfaction  with  the  judicious 
and  efficient  management  of  the  Home  by  the 
Matron,  Miss  Anderson.

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE  HOSPITAL. 


OBJECTS. 

To  afford  Medical  and  Surgical  Relief  to  the 
Children  of  the  poor,  under  the  age  of  12  years  for 
boys,  and  14  for  girls  : 

a.  By  admission  to  the  Hospital. 

b.  Through  the  Out-patient  Department. 

To  promote  the  advancement  of  Medical  Science 
with  reference  to  the  diseases  of  childhood. 

To  diffuse  among  all  classes  of  the  community, 
and  chiefly  among  the  poor,  a  better  acquaintance 
with  the  management  of  infants  and  children 
during  health  or  sickness,  and  to  assist  in  the 
education  and  training  of  women  in  the  special 
duties  of  Children’s  Nurses. 

The  In  and  Out-patient  Departments  of  the 
Hospital  shall  be  entirely  free,  but  patients  shall 
be  invited  to  contribute  voluntarily  to  the  funds 
so  far  as  they  are  able. 

GOVERNORS. 

Every  contributor  of  Two  Guineas  or  more 
annually  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  shall,  so  long 
as  his  subscription  is  continued,  be  constituted  a 
Governor,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  at  the 
Annual  or  any  Special  Meeting,  but  a  new  Sub¬ 
scriber  to  the  amount  aforesaid  shall  not  be  so 
entitled  unless  his  subscription  for  the  current  year 
has  been  paid  at  least  three  calendar  months  before 
the  day  of  the  meeting. 

Every  donor  of  20  Guineas,  or  more,  at  one  time 
to  the  Hospital,  and  every  collector  of  50  Guineas, 
or  more,  at  one  time,  and  any  one  Executor,  to  be 
nominated  in  writing — if  there  is  more  than  one 
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all  the  Executors,  or  if  there  is  no  Executor  who 
accepts  the  office,  the  Administrator  of  every 
Will — giving  a  legacy  amounting  to  £100  or  more 
(after  deducting  Legacy  Duty,  if  any,)  to  the 
Hospital,  shall  be  constituted  a  Life  Governor, 
and  shall  have  one  vote  at  the  Annual  or  an)7 
Special  Meeting  next  succeeding  the  receipt  of  such 
donation  or  contribution,  provided  it  has  been  paid 
not  less  than  three  calendar  months  before  the  day 
of  the  meeting,  and  at  all  subsequent  meetings. 

No  Governor  shall,  under  any  circumstances,  be 
entitled  to  more  than  one  vote  at  any  Meeting. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

In  the  month  of  February  in  every  year,  or  as 
soon  after  as  may  be,  a  General  Meeting  of  the 
Governors  and  other  Contributors  to  the  funds  of 
the  Hospital  shall  be  held,  of  which  notice  shall  be 
given  within  one  calendar  month  of  the  day  of 
meeting,  and  at  least  a  week  previously  to  such 
Meeting,  in  two  or  more  daily  London  Newspapers. 

Five  Governors,  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  shall 
form  a  quorum. 

Contributors  who  are  not  Governors  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  present  and  take  part  in  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  at  the  Meeting,  but  not  to  vote. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  the  Managing  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  submit  a  Report  of  the  working  of  the 
Hospital,  together  with  an  audited  financial  state¬ 
ment  and  balance  sheet  for  the  year  ending  the 
31st  December  then  last  past. 

At  such  Annual  Meeting  the  Governors  shall 
elect  the  Auditors  for  the  current  year,  and  three 
Members  of  the  Managing  Committee  in  place  of 
those  retiring. 

SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

The  Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  payable  in 
advance  for  the  current  year,  such  year  to  be 
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computed  from  the  quarter-day  next  preceding  the 
Subscription,  and  no  Subscriber  in  arrear  shall  be 
entitled  to  any  privilege  arising  out  of  his  or  her 
Subscription  until  it  has  been  paid. 

Every  Donor  of  ^300  or  more  at  one  time,  and 
every  Subscriber  of  ^30  or  more  annually  (but  in 
the  latter  case  so  long  only  as  this  Contribution  is 
kept  up),  shall  be  entitled  to  have  a  Cot  named 
according  to  such  Donor’s  or  Subscriber’s  pleasure 
during  his  or  her  life,  and  every  Donor  of  ^1,000, 
or  more,  at  one  time,  and  every  Subscriber  of  £iooy 
or  more,  annually,  for  a  period  of  at  least  10  years, 
shall  be  entitled  to  have  a  Cot  named  according  to 
such  Donor’s  or  Subscriber’s  pleasure  in  per¬ 
petuity,  but  in  every  case  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  accept  any 
Donation  or  Bequest  which  may  be  made  to  the 
Hospital  subject  to  any  special  restrictions,  or  for 
any  special  purposes  annexed  to  the  Gift  by  the 
Donor. 

MANAGEMENT. 

The  General  Management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Hospital  shall,  subject  to  the  powers  hereby  con¬ 
ferred  on  the  Governors,  be  vested  in  the  Managing 
Committee. 

COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee  shall  consist  of  not  more  than 
25,  nor  less  than  10  Members,  of  whom  not  more 
than  4  shall  be  representatives  of  the  Medical  and 
Surgical  Staff.
